sounding post is Moscow, where 
A merican Ambassador Llewellyn 
Hiompson, one of our ablest di­ 
plomats, is emphasizing three 
main points to the Kremlin: 
1. Hie United States is willing 
to stop bombing North Vietnam 
in return for a corresponding 
gesture from Hanoi. 
2. This could be the first step 
toward a settlement not only of 
the Vietnam war but the Middle 
East impasse. 
3. The United States is willing 
to accept the mediation of the 
International Control Commis­ 
sion in Vietnam and of the United 
Nations in the Middle East. 
Thompson urged the Russians 
to revitalize the ICC as the most 
effective instrument for policing 
a possible truce, and this has 
now been further emphasized by 
Ambassador Chester Bowles and 
Prince Sihanouk in their agree­ 
ment to make Cambodia neutral. 
Thompson has also assured the 
Russians that the United States 
has no wish to expand the war into 
Cambodia and Laos but would 
respect the neutrality of both 
countries if they are genuinely 
neutral. Again, the ICC offers 
the best machinery for keeping 
the borders under surveillance. 
UNDERCUTTING PEACE 
Ambassador 
Thompson’s

WESTMORELAND ON WAR 
One reason Gen. Westmoreland 
favors the peace talks is ap­ 
parent 
in his confidential mes­ 
sages to the Pentagon warning 
that it will take a million men 
to mount an effective offensive 
against the Viet Cong. 
There- 
fore, he 
has established a lo­ 
gistical base for a million-man 
army. 
Since he has been authorized 
only half a million troops, this 
means too many men are occu­ 
pied 
with supply and 
support 
duties. Combat troops also are 
being shipped home almost as 
fast 
as 
they are 
replaced. 
Soldiers are entitled to go home 
after a year in Vietnam, thus 
they are taken out of combat 
just as they are becoming ex­ 
perienced at jungle fighting.

In short, expansion of the war 
almost certainly would mean a

election year. Hiis is one rea­ 
son, among many, for the John­ 
son administration to explore the

peace overtures prayer­ 
fully. 
Note - The joint chiefs sus­ 
pect that 
the North Vietnam­

truing to stop with 
words the air attacks that their 
antiaircraft batteries have been 
unable to stop. Intelligence re­ 
ports claim that North Vietnam 
desperately needs a respite from 
three years of 
bombing. But 
insiders at the 
White 
House 
and state department detect a 
difference 
in the latest round 
of peace 
messages. Not only 
have the communists modified 
their conditions, but the peace 
offensive has been accompanied 
by a military offensive in South 
Vietnam. This is a tactic typi­ 
cal of the communists, 
who 
like to strengthen their military 
hand before they sit down at the 
bargaining table. 


THE FLOWER PEOPLE 
REMEMBER the four young 
American sailors who jumped 
ship in Japan and traveled to 
Russia to make propaganda films 
and television appearances de­ 
nouncing the bloodthirsty Ameri­ 
can government? 
They've moved again, this time 
to Sweden. One of them, 19-year- 
old Richard 
Bailey of Jack­ 
sonville, Fla., explained: “We 
had 
different interests, as far 
as our 
relations with Soviet 
youth were concenred, and after 
awhile it got to be a drag.” 
Besides, the boys added, '^Swe­ 
den is neutral, and the neutral 
line conforms to our views.” 
Well, Happy Neutrality. Swe­ 
den is also a lovely welfare state 
enlivened by a youth cult that is 
quite a bit further out than ours. 
For a time, at least, the boys 
should have a ball. 
BUT it is possible that our 
“ flower children,” both at home 
and abroad, do suffer from a gen­ 
uine privation. And the privation 
is that they never saw a real con­ 
centration camp. 
In the Nuremberg trials one 
Rudolf Hoess (not to be confused 
with Hess) had some fascinating 
things to tell about the Auschwitz 
concentration camp in Poland, of 
which he had the honor to be com­ 
mandant. All the latest techniques 
in human slaughter were to be in­ 
corporated in Auschwitz to facili­ 
tate what Adolf Hitler delicately 
called the “ final solution” of the 
Jewish problem. 
So, Kommandant Hoess told the 
judges, he visited older and less 
efficient camps. The boss at Tre- 
biinka boasted that he had liqui­ 
dated 80,000 Jews in six months. 
This didn't impress Hoess, who 
testified: 
“ He used monoxide gas and I 
did not think that his methods 
were very efficient. So when I 
set up the extermination building 
at Auschwitz, I used Zyklon B, 
which was a crystallized prussic 
acid. It took three to 15 minutes 
to kill the people In the death 
chamber, depending on climatic 
conditions. We knew when the 
people were dead because their 
screaming stopped. 
“ Another 
improvement 
we 
made over Treblinka was that 
we built our chambers to ac­ 
commodate 2,000 people at one 
time, instead of only 200.” 
The world's flower children, 
who have convinced themselves 
that love-ins conquer all, might 
ask themselves what the effect 
would have been if they 
had 
marched 
around 
Auschwitz 
'throwing 
flowers. The 
gates 
would have opened, all right, and 
the flower children would have 
gone in. 
THERE are no Russian draft 


card burners parading around the 
Kremlin. The tactics of civil dis­ 
obedience, which discomfltted 
the British in India, would have 
been hilarious toa Heinrich Him- 
mler. No native equivalents of 
Stokeiy Carmichael or 
Martin 
Luther King march up and down 
preaching insurrection in the sa­ 
tellite countries. Even rebellion 
on a mass scale, as in Hungary, 
has no chance if the other side 
has all the tanks.
